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HORSE SHOW MANAGEMENT 





The phenomenal increase in the number of horse shows which has 
taken place during the post war years is certainly most encouraging for 
everyone who likes to ride or drive or look on. The increase has inevitably 
brought with it a host of special problems, for exhibitors, stable managers, 
riders, judges, stewards and for The Chronicle whose task is to report, 
print and publish news and articles about all this activity. It is in the field 
of management, however, that the increase presents the greatest problems, 
particularly in the case of the smaller shows, far too many of which are 
run by people who have neither the necessary time or experience for the 
job. 
When an exhibitor pays his entry fees and ships his horses to a Recog- 
nized Show of the American Horse Shows Association he has a right to 
expect that it will be capably and fairly managed in accordance with the 
rules of the Association. In checking on management the Assaciation 
relies on the Steward who is required to furnish it a written report within 
3 days after completion of the show “concerning the manner in which the 
show was conducted, including a description of all ruie violations by ex- 
hibitors, judges and show committees.” 

In practice this check is often inadequate. The show is over by the 
time the “violations” are reported, which is rather cold comfort for the 
exhibitor. Although the Steward represents the Association, he is ap- 
pointed and paid (without affecting his amateur status) by the Show Com- 
mittee. Besides being a member in good standing of the Association, a 
person to be eligible as a Steward must “be a Recognised Registered Judge 
or have managed Recognized Horse Shows or have been responsible 
for the direction of a show or had comparable experience”—requirements 
which are so broadly worded that almost anyone with a checked vest 
could be asked to officiate by an inexperienced committee. 

In a paragraph on the Show Manager the Rule Book reads: “A key 
position. Care should be exercised in selecting a good executive who 
knows his business as well as the rules and enjoys the confidence of 
exhibitors”. No one could quarrel with this statement, but how is the 


average amateur Horse Show Committee going to select this good execu- 
tive who knows his business. The 1956 Rule Book lists only 19 Individual 
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Members reported as having offici- 
ated as show managers during 1955, 
9 of which came from 2 states, New 
York and California. 

The requirements for becoming a 
Show Member of the A.H.S.A. are 
anything but exacting. Of the three 
types of Recognized Shows, Licen- 
sed and Local shows are admitted 
to membership immediately on pay- 
ment of dues, while Regular Show 
members (which receive special 
privileges in voting for the election 
of directors and for amendments to 
the constitution) are elected after 
having been operated for two years 
as Licensed or Local shows. 

Show membership in the Ameri- 
can Horse Shows Association should 
not only be an honor and a privi- 
lege, but should also inspire in the 
exhibitor confidence that the show 
will be justly and ably managed. 
Before a new show is admitted to 
Licensed or Local status, there 
would seem every reason to have 
the applicant fill out a questionnaire 
as to the experience and competence 
of those who propose to run it, par- 
ticularly the Show Manager, on the 
basis of which the application for 
membership could be accepted or re- 
jected. It would also seem that the 
Association could develop a much 
longer list of Managers, well dis- 
tributed geographically, from which 
Show Committees could make their 
selection, and that both Managers 
and Stewards should be selected for 
fitness before being listed, in much 
the same manner in which Judges 
are selected. 

One thing is certain. Unless and 
until A.H.S.A. tightens up its pres- 
ent method of checking the stan- 
dard of management of its member 
shows, along the above or similar 
lines, the flood of complaints about 
poor management and poor judging 
(which so often results from poor 
management) will not only be justi- 
fied, but will continue to hurt horse 
shows with exhibitors and the gen- 
eral public. Improvement is in order.

Every once in awhile some thoughtful 
group hands out an award to *‘the manwho 
did the most for racing’® over a specified 
geriod - usually, ‘‘last year”’. 

The body that is to make the present- 
ation holds a meeting and comes up with 
someone like Mr. Marshall Cassidy, Mr. 
Ben Lindheimer or Dr. Charles H, Strub. 

Such gents are honored because they 
are honest, progressive, or competent, or 
any combination of the three; and these 
are pretty thin reasons for making a big 
fuss over a leader in his field. People in 
high places in racing, or any other indus- 
try, are supposed to be honest, progres- 
sive and competent. 

What these nominating panels should 
look for when they are making their awards 
is somebody who gives his life blood to 
racing. 

It is not difficult to find such aman, So, 
the next time some serious souls convene 
to hand out a plaque symbolizing service 
to racing, I sincerely hope they consider 
the qualifications of Herbert Hoblitzel. 

In case there are some who do not 
know Herbert Hoblitzel, he can be found, 
almost any day and every Saturday during 
the racing season, trudging back and forth 
from a grandstand seat to the two-dollar 
mutuels windows, 

And he is more than just Herbert Hob- 
litzel. He is Bill Brown, Walter Washing- 
ton, Harry Mervis and (hand me the tele- 
phone directory, Valerie) almost any name 
you can think of, 

He is the guy who does the most for 
racing. Without him, tracks, jockeys, own- 
ers, trainers and officials would be work- 
ing for fun or little more than peanuts. 
There would be no $3,000,000 days, no 
$100,000 purses, no ten-grand slices for 
riders and trainers and no$100-a-day jobs 
for judges; and the home science editor 
would be covering for the papers. 

That would be the worst blow of all. 
People who write races would have to go 
to work or try to make a living with the 
bookies playing their own choices, Either 
alternative would lead to slow starvation. 
(Maybe not so slow). 

So let us see what the world of the 
Turf is doing for Herbert Hoblitzel (and 
Bill Brown, Walter Washington, Harry 
Mervis and all the other names in the tele- 
phone book), 

More all the time. That is true. Stead- 
ily, transportation to the track is improv- 


ing. It is easier to get there. There are 
more mutuels windows. It is easier to bet. 
There are escalators that speed his jour- 
ney and polite ( most of the time) attend- 
ants to direct him. Definitely, the lot of 
Herbert Hoblitzel, horse fan, has improved 
during the last 15 years. He is recognized 
by the tracks, the transportation compan- 
ies, the caterers and the program sellers 
as the guy who carries the load. 

So you lads who give out awards, watch 
your wording. Better make them “‘for the 
man who has done some very nice things 
for racing,” or ‘‘the man who has helped 
racing some.’” Because, when the inscrip- 
tion reads ‘‘for the man who has done the 
most for racing,” the trophy has to go to 
Herbert Hoblitzel ( and all those other 
names in the directory). Anybody else is 
an imposter.

If some soap company ever thinks upa 
contest, in which you have to complete, in 
25 words or less, the sentence which be- 
gins, ‘‘I like fall racing because - ---" 
I’ll need only three words to complete my 
answer. I'll just add ‘‘of distance racing.” 

I think Herbert Hoblitzel will agree with 
me, because I’ve heard him say many 
times, ‘‘I wanna watch this one. It’s along 
one.”” 

A steady diet of six-furlong and mile- 
and-a-sixteenth events gets tiresome after 
a time. Variety in the sport revitalizes it 
and races of a mile and one-half and up 
furnish a better, or, at least, longer, run 
for the money. 

There may be thousands of people who 
would like to sit around and watch eight 
five-furlongs races an afternoon, but when 
it gets to be a matter of getting them all 
over quickly, I'll go to the dogs. The grey- 
hounds run five-sixteenths of a mile and 
can do it in about half a minute.

Jamaica’s Gallant Fox Handicap is my 
kind of race. It requires stamina as well 
as speed and you don’t miss it if you blink, 
This year’s running, the 18th, brought out 
35,077 customers and put the wagering on 
November 3, over $3,000,000, sothe track 
beat out Garden State on both counts, which 
doesn’t happen every day. 

With the kind of handicapping dished up 
by Frank E, Kilroe many of the New York 
races have developed into exciting con- 
tests. The Gallant Fox followed the pattern 
in this respect. After the horses had gone a 
mile, it appear to be anybody’s race, 


Prince Morvi had kicked off a few fast 
furlongs before falling apart. Dedicate had 
taken over the lead, withSummer Tan only 
half a length back, and Thinking Cap, Pap- 
er Tiger and Midafternoon close at hand, 
Four others were within striking distance, 

Only Prince Morvi seemed entirely 
out of it with five-eighths of a mile to go, 

In the next three-eighths the contest 
crystallized into a duel between Summer 
Tan and Midafternoon, 

These two were head and head at the 
quarter pole and still locked at the eighth. 
In the final furlong, Summer Tan pulled 
out to score by one length. Dedicate was 
two lengths back of Midafternoon at the 
wire, and a length and one-half before Le 
Beau Prince, which finished fourth. 

Summer Tan hung up a new course 
mark of 2:41 3/5 for 13 furlongs over the 
sloppy track, 

His owner, Mrs. John W, Galbreath, 
collected $57,600. This gives Summer Tan 
$188,800 for 1956, He won one other race, 
the Vosburgh Handicap and has been se- 
cond 7 times in 10 tries. 

Last season, he raced 3 times and was 
once in each of the three mutuels payoff 
positions. 

Summer Tan is by *Heliopolis, from 
Zibby, by Omaha. Mrs. Galbreath bred him 
( when she was Mrs. Russell A, Firestone). 
Sherrill Ward trains the four-year-old 
colt, and Dave Erb had the mount in the 
Gallant Fox, 


The Frizette 

If the gods of chance were trying to 
figure out a way to further complicate the 
situation among the two-year-old fillies 
they might have fixed upon the idea of hav- 
ing Mr. R. N, Webster’s Capelet win the 
Frizette (October 31), Whether it was the 
fates, or the fact that Capelet likes to run 
a mile and a sixteenth, will haveto be de- 
termined in future races, but that young 
miss won and those who were able to fig- 
ure that she would, won $31.80 for each 
two bucks risked. 

Then, too, it might have been the slop- 
py footing thatencouraged the daughter of 
Bolero-Quick Touch, by Count Fleet, to 
turn in her best race in 9 tries. She had 
only a maiden victory in the win column 
before the Frizette, 

Farullah, at nearly 85 to | cut out the 


pace for half a mile, then Jet’s Charm took 
over and that one yielded to the favored 
Romanita coming around the last corner. 
Romanita was two lengths in front of Jet’s 
Charm with an eighth to go. Planchette 
and Light ’n Lovely were fighting for third 
place , four lengths behind the second horse 
and Capelet was two more lengths back - 
eight behind the leader - but coming well. 

Capelet came with a rush through the 
straight, zipping past one filly after an- 
other, collared Romanita inside the final 
sixteenth and drew out to win by two len- 
gths. Light ’n Lovely also passed Roman- 
ita and took second money by a neck. Plan- 
chette finished another head back in fourth 
position. 

Earning $58,125 in the race, Capelet 
put her money total at $63,240. She has 2 
seconds and | third besides her 2 wins. 

Mr. Webster is her breeder, Lucien 
Laurin trains her. 

Jimmy Nichols had the mount in the 
Frizette. 

Garden State Park 

Garden State’s six-furlong Princeton 
Handicap, on October 31, brought out 14 
sprinters and most of them boasted worth- 
while credentials. 

The race boiled down, though, to atest 
between Decathlon, the favorite, and Dec- 
imal, a 5-to- 1 shot. Decathlon topweighted 
in the field at 126 pounds (and a three-year- 
old) failed by a head. He was giving 18 
pounds, on the scale to his four-year-old 
rival. 

Impromptu finished third and Itobe 
fourth. Those two were coupled as the 
Brookfield Farm entry. 

Decimal, the property of Mr. E, Sein- 
feld, was racking up his fourth win of 1956 
and it was worth $17,950, He has started 
17 times and has 6 seconds and 2 thirds. 
His '56 earnings add up to $43,340, 

By Slide Rule, from Granheart, by 
Granville, he was bred by Meadowview 
Farms, Inc. 

H, A, Jerkens trains for Mr. Seinfeld. 
Willie Lester rode the bay colt in the 
Princeton. 

It doesn’t seem like 14 years since Gar- 
den State Park went into business, but 
there, on November 3, was the 14th run- 
ning of the Benjamin Franklin Handicap. 

Plenty of people had heard that the ev- 
ent was to take place and 13 had three- 
year-olds in it. 

Woodley Lane Farm’s Reneged looked 
like a good thing in the mud and the Morn- 
ing Telegraph had headlined ‘‘Reneged 
Heads Franklin’’, but he paid $9.60 in the 
win mutuels. 

He had no easy time of it in the 8 1/2- 
furlong splash through mud, because he 
was giving from eight to 21 pounds to other 
members of his field. 

At the end, Handicapper Ty Shea’s fig- 
ures worked out beautifully with three on 
the wire. Reneged, carrying 128, was first 
by a nose over Tick Tock (116), with St. 
Amour II (118) third a nose farther back, 
Combustion II was fourth. 

Kingmaker and Besomer made the 
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early quarters interesting but bogged 
down in the final stages. 

Reneged earned $22,150 for Woodley 
Lane (Joe Straus, Lafayette Ward and 
Steven B, Wilson) and that makes $109, 
750 he has taken in this year. Hehas star- 
ted 9 times, has 5 wins including the Yan- 
kee, Jerome and Discovery Handicaps, be- 
sides the Franklin, and has been third 
once, 

Homer Pardue trains him. 

Robert Ussery was aboard for the Gar- 
den State event.

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Virginia Fall Race Meeting 
Mighty Mo Wins Daniel ©. Sands Cup 
Grand Chal Scores In Timber Race 
Chris Wood, Jr. 


Hampered only by rainy or threatening 
weather, which beset the area for two 
weeks, the 2nd annual Virginia Fall Race 
Meeting opened the Old Dominion’s con- 
cluding sessions of hunt racing for 1956 
on Saturday, November 3. The final meet- 
ing will be held on the rolling acreage of 
Mrs. Marion duPont Scott’s estate at 
Montpelier Station on Saturday, November 
10, Operating for the benefit of the Assoc- 
iated Hospitals Committee, the initial pro- 
gram was held at Middleburg’s famous 
Glenwood Park course, with the second 
runnings of the Daniel C. Sands Cup over 
brush, and the Chronicle Cup overtimber, 
serving as co-features, Both of the events 
were thrillers and offered finishes which 
were closer than any seen on this year’s 
hunt racing agenda, 


The Chronicle Cup 

Attracting 6 starters for the final 
timber race of 1956, the Chronicle Cup 
fell to A, H. Smith’s Grand Chal in a sur- 
prise finish, Taking the lead over the Ist 
of 16 timber jumps, the 6-year-old geld- 
ing led Capt. J. L. B, Bentley’s home-bred 
Gillian by a length, with Mrs. Fulmor 
Miller’s Kilmarnock 3/4 of a length be- 
hind, Over the 2nd obstacle, the trio con- 
tinued to lead the field in the mentioned 
order, as Turner Wiltshire’s Friars Fool 
lost jockey T, Coughlin on landing, Re- 
straining Gillian after this fence, trainer- 
rider Grover Stephens permitted amateur 
rider Bruce Miller to move his mother’s 
‘chaser into 2nd position and press the 
leading Grand Chal. 

Withstanding the challenge while fen- 
cing well under apprentice rider Weston 
Ackman, Grand Chal had constant bids as 
Kilmarnock continued to jump off his 
quarters until the 10th, when the latter 
tired. Figuring that Grand Chal had about 
shot his bolt, Grover Stephens let Gillian 
move into 2nd position over the L1th jump. 
Running last, but not too far out of conten- 
tion, the Saxon Woods Farm's Navy Talk 
responded to Melvin Ferral and moved into 
third place in the trio of leaders over the 
12th, Calling upon Gillian, Grover Stephens 
moved the mare to the front over the 13th 
and it looked like she was going to close 
her season with 5 victories over timber 
for the year. Not to be withstood on this 
day, Weston Ackman called upon Grand 
Chal for any reserve and they again forged 
to the front over the 15th obstacle. 

Approaching the 16th and final fence, 
Grand Chal, Gillian and Navy Talk were 
feeling the whip as noses separated the 
irio. Putting in a tremendous jump, Grand 
Chal landed a length in front of Gillian, 
with the latter but a head to the good of 





Navy Taik. Taking advantage of his good 
landing, Weston Ackman hustied his mount 
in the down-hil! and slight up-hill finish 
to win by 2 lengths. Gradually inching up on 
Gilliag in the stretch drive, Navy Talkgot 
up to gain 2nd honors by a nose over the 
stout mare. Mrs. C, Paul Denckla’s Ned’s 
Flying, under amateur rider Philip Fan- 
ning, completed the tingling finish by fin- 
ishing 4th , just a head behind Gillian, to 
be the only other starter to finish. Kil- 
marnock lost Bruce Miller over the 15th 
fence while tiring and trailing the field. 
Neither of the fallen riders were injured. 

Running over rain-softened turf, Grand 
Chal negotiated the 3 1/2 miles and 16 
stout timber fences in 10,00 4/5 to break 
his maiden over obstacles, As Mrs. George 
L. Ohrstrom presented the Chronicle Cup 
in the winner's circle following the race, 
jockey Ackman gleefully stated thathe had 
been riding off-and-on at hunt meetings 
for 10 years and finally broken his maiden, 
Weston Ackman is a resident of Silver 
Springs, Md., adjacent to Laurel, Md., 
where Grand Chal is trained by J. Leiter 
Aitcheson, 


Daniel C, Sands Cup 

Still discussing the spine-tingling fin- 
ish of the Chronicle Cup, the enthusiasts 
which braved the drizzling weather enjoyed 
another as Mighty Mo, Billing Bear and 
Pine Shot reached the wire in what almost 
was the first triple deadheat in steeple- 
chasing in the 2nd running of the Daniel C, 
Sands Cup. 

6 of 9 nominees accepted the issue in 
the 2 1/2 mile test over brush, but the 
mentioned trio made up all of the running 
and kept the followers of the race ontheir 
toes throughout. Favored to win the race 
for the 2nd straight year, Morris H, Dix- 
on’s Pine Shot wrested command from 
Montpelier’s home-bred Mighty Mo after 
the latter led over the Ist of 13 brush 
jumps. Ridden by Edwin Deveau , who rode 
him to victory in 1955, Pine Shot extended 
his advantage to 4 lengths over the 4th, as 
Mighty Mo ran 2nd, a head in front of Bil- 
ling Bear. Running in this manner until the 
8th, where Pine Shot’s lead was cut toa 
length, Billing Bear under James Murphy 
moved into the 2nd spot with a neck mar- 
gin over Mighty Mo. Soon regaining 2nd 
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position, just a 1/2 length to the g : 
Billing Bear, Mighty Mo jumped the 13th 
and final fence {| 1/2 lengths behind Pine 
Shot, 

With whips flying, the triodrove for the 
wire with Mighty Mointhe middle and Pine 
Shot on the rail. Undaunted by close quar- 
ters, Dale Thiel practically lifted Mighty 
Mo’s head at the wire to win by that mar- 
gin. Billing Bear managed to gain 2nd mon- 
ey, a nose in front of Pine Shot. Further 
back, Crag, Ares and *Palaja completed 
the field as named, In winning his lst race 
over obstacles, Dale Thiel helped Mighty 
Mo to his 2nd victory of the year over 
brush. The pair negotiated the route in 
4:39. 


Piedmont Handicap 
Registering a 3rd victory in as many 
starts, Randolph Rouse’s Curly Joe acc- 
ounted for the PiedmontHandicap, a2 mile 
race over hurdles, Assigned the light 
weight of 133 pounds, Curly Joe trailed 
his field of 5 contenders in the early stages 
which found the pace being set by Wm. M, 
Duryea’s Breakers Ahead and H. M. 
Rhett, Jr.’s Port Call. The latter suffered 
a bad start and was used up going after his 
field and being pushed to the front. Res- 
ponding to Kenneth Field when called upon 
after the 4th hurdle, Curly Joe soon moved 
up to be 2nd to the Dolphin Rock Stable’s 
Permian, which had taken over the lead 
from the early front-runners. Following 
the highweighted Permian with his 152

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pounds, composed mainly of James Mur- 
phy, over the 8th and final hurdle, Kenneth 
Field hand-rode his mount and the pair 
drew away to win by 2 1/2 lengths.

Registering his 2nd straight victory 
at a hunt race meeting and his first over 
obstacles, Mrs. Dennis Murphy’s Big 
Woods captured the Blue Ridge, a 1 3/4 
mile hurdle event for maidens. Taking the 
lead from Mrs. Henry Obre’s Gentle Knock 
over the Sth hurdle, William Murphy and 
Big Woods led the latter over the final 2 
hurdles by 2 1/2 lengths, as George T. 
Weymouth’s Know What ran 3rd inthe field 
of 9 starters. Gentle Knock under Evan 
Jackson closed well in the stretch, but 
could only get within | 1/2 lengths of Big 
Woods as the wire was reached. Know 
What, with John Knowles up, finished 3rd, 
4 lengths behind the place horse. Timer 
Arthur White posted 3:15 for the running 
of the event. 


*Darubini Wins 
Reported to have been purchased 

abroad by an American syndicate for 
$80,000, *Darubini went through the horses 
in training sale at Belmont Park last 
spring and finally ended up in the growing 
hunt racing stable of Mrs. H. T. Mc- 
Knight. Now gelded the 4-year-old by 
Dante-Dodoma 2nd, entered an American 
winner’s circle when he accounted for 
the Bull Run, a 1 mile turf course event 
which drew 15 starters. Ably handled by 
Kenneth Field, the import came from 5th 
position at the 1/4 mile to reach Mont- 
pelier’s front-running Hellanicus at the 
1/2 mile. Gradually drawing away, *Dar- 
ubini coasted under the wire with 2 1/2 
lengths separating him from Hellanicus, 
which held the place safe, 1 length to the 
good of Frederick H. Bontecou’s *Prince 
Du Houlme. In tasting victory over Am 
erican turf, *Darubini registered 1:372/5 
for the ‘‘about” 1 mile. Having won th 
Piedmont with Randolph Rouse’s Curly 
Joe, trainer Smithwick and jockey Field 
chalked up a double for the day.

Novick’s Outlook 


David Novick, who used to board his 
mares with Abram S, Hewitt at the Mon- 
tana Hall Farm near White Post, Virginia 
and who is now pursuing an economists 
career atSanta Monica, California, has re- 
cently written an eight page article, entit- 
led ‘*The Economic Outlook for Thorough- 
bred Racing and Breeding’’ which is being 
distributed in pamphlet form by the Crom- 
well Bloodstock Agency of Lexington, Ken- 
tucky. In commenting on recent economic 
trends, Mr. Novick points out that, al- 
though in the last ten years national pro- 
duction has jumped 80 per cent and dis- 
posable personal income 70 per cent, the 
increase in mutuel play has been up only 
12.5 per cent. Gazing into hiscrystal ball, 
Mr. Novick makes the following predict- 
ions for 1956-57: 

1, Mutuel play will increase somewhat. 

2. Purses will go up a bit along with the 
play. 

3. Prices for yearlings sold at auction 
will go up again if the leading sales 
companies continue their highly selec- 
tive sales practices, 

4. On the average yearlings will be worth 
substantially less than the cost of pro- 
duction, 

5. Most race horses will produce net 
earnings equal to only a small fraction 
of the cost of bringing them to the races. 

6. General business may continue at its 
present high levels into 1957, However, 
the rapid rate of inventory accumula- 
tion, plus the increasing shortage and 
high cost of credit, make for a very 
real possibility of a sizeable break in 
the fall of 1956, The general outlook, 
though, seems to indicate that wages 
will rise; industrial prices will rise; 
business profits and corporate earn- 
ings and dividends will continue to rise; 
farm prices will be steady tolower, and 
farm income will be lower. The trend 
in inventories will be reversed due to 
the high cost of credit and a lack of fur-

Frequently these post and rail panels or 
log fences are flanked by planks extending 
along the top of the wire fence from each 
end of the panel in the form of wings. 

Still a third type is what is known as a 
‘‘Chicken Coop’’, consisting of a frame of 
strong timbers on which boards have been 
fastened, the entire structure straddling 
wf the fence beneath it. 

Continuing his drive, the motorist 
pass a farm, the fencing of whichconsists 
entirely of timber rather thanwire, and he 
may notice these fences, instead of border- 
ing the road, stand back from the road at 
a distance of twenty to forty feet, leaving a 
good strip of turf between fence and road- 
way. Fencing of this type is much in evi- 
in a very considerable area in the 
general neighborhood of Unionville. 

What is the explanation? 

The sport of Mounted Foxhunting , or 
“‘Riding to Hounds’’, which has played an 
important part in the life of Chester Coun- 
ty since well before the Revolutionary 
War, accounts for the appearance of these 
Indeed, had our visiting motorist 
been a foxhunter himself, he would have 
realized at sight of them that he was ina 
“‘Hunting Country’’, 

Before the advent of the wire fence, the 
automobile and the hard surfaced road, and 
before the chestnut blight had destroyed 
the farmers’ cheapest and best fence mat- 
erial, a participant in the sport, if mount- 
ed on a “*qualified’* hunter, could keep on 
terms with a pack of foxhounds running in 
full cry across country on the line of a 
fox. All of the fences were jumpable and 
all of the roads were of dirt or at worst 
of gravel, 

One type of fence that was dear to the

hearts of foxhunters of a generation ago 
was the ‘‘worm”’ fence or ‘‘snake’’ fence 
as it was sometimes Called. It has largely 
disappeared from the in Chester 
County, possibly because it occupied more 
space than is consistent with present day 
farming methods and also because the 
split chestnut rails of which it was con- 
structed are now difficult to obtain, Its 
construction is becoming a lost art. 

The ‘‘worm’’ fence was a log cabin like 
affair that draped itself over the hillsides 
in a series of jigs and jogs, theend of each 
rail resting at an angle on the end of the 
rail below, and the whole surmounted bya 
top rail called a ‘‘rider’’, the ends of which 
rested in the angles formed by two pairs 
of posts which crossed one another at the 


scene 


ends of each panel. 

The top of this rider was often as much 
as five feet above the ground, but many of 
the good hunting horses of those days jump- 
ed them cheerfully, and as a matter of 
routine in the course of a run behind 
hounds, 





A peculiarity of this fence was that “is 
horseman about to jump one did notdirect 
his horse at a right angle tothe line of the 
fence as a whole, as he would do in the 
case of a straight post and rail fence, but 
rode his horse at a rightangle tothe part- 
ticular panel which he intended to jump. 

Incidentally, the ‘‘worm’’ fence rendered 
a valuable service towildlife, as its angles 
soon became filled with undergrowth which 
furnished good cover for small game. 

‘‘Worm”’ fences differed from straight 
line fences in another important particu- 
lar; while a post and rail fence tends to be 
come lower each year as its posts grad- 
ually sink into the ground, the ‘‘worm’”’ 
fence tended to become highter. This was 
due to the fact that farmers, when plowing 
the adjacent fields, had to make their fur- 
row lie outside the apex of the angles form- 
ed by the ‘‘worm’’ fence, so that they 
could plow very near to a straight line. As 
a consequence, the land on either side of 
these ‘‘worm’”’ fences sunk away a little 
each time the fields were plowed, while 
the fence itself remained on a sort ofem- 
bankment which gradually grew in height, 
so that the fence became a more formid- 
able obstacle to horse and rider each 
season.

It is not considered safe to jump wire in 
this country, although this is done in New 
Zealand, Neither can a horse be expected 
to land on a slippery modern road with any 
degree of safety when jumping a fence out 
of a field. Consequently, as wire fencing 
became prevalent, and as one after another 
of the good old dirt roads gave way to hard 
top, foxhunters were faced with the choice 
of abandoning the sport which meant so 
much to them or of making the country 
huntable by the erection and maintenance 
of timber panels. This was done with, of 
course, the consent of the landowners 
whose property the hunt was permitted to 
cross, and as a result we see the post and 
rail panels, the ‘‘Chicken Coops’’, log 
jumps and ‘‘set-ins"’, that is panels set 
back from the road as previously des- 
cribed. 

It might here be remarked that the use- 
fulness of these ‘‘set-ins’’ is sometimes 
impaired by automobiles parked in them, 
particularly during the gunning season. 
Also the safety and comfort of the grass 
strips bordering the roads are not im- 
proved by discarded bottles flung onto 
them from passing motors. 

Only one of the participants in a foxhunt 
knows exactly where and over what farms

and through what woodlands the course 
of any particular run on any given hunting 
day may lead. This participant is none 
other than the fox himself and, as he is a 
wild native animal that must first be found 
by hounds and run by scent, no way has 
been discovered of inducing him to dis- 
close this information in advance of the run 
and to draw a blueprint for the benefit of 
the members of the hunt. 

Even if that were possible, the fox’s plans 
of action are subject to instant alteration 
should he be ‘*headed”’ in the course of a 
run by an automobile as he is about to 
cross a road, or should he meet with any 
of a number of things which may cause 
him to divert from his chosen route. More 
often than not a hunted fox may bring the 
run to a finish in the safety of an ‘‘earth”’ 
or groundhog hole, at a point far distant, 
and lying in quite adifferent direction from 
the haven of safety for which he originally 
aimed, 

As a consequence of this large element 
of uncertainty which is a constituent part 
of the sport of foxhunting, a Hunt must 
panel the entire country over which it oper- 
ates in order to furnish satisfactory sport. 

Farms owned by foxhunters themselves 
are often fenced entirely with jumpable 
timber fences, and those running parallel 
to the roadways are set well back, leaving 
a good width of turf as a take-off or land- 
ing strip for jumping the fence and serving 
also as a safe and pleasant rideway for

hounds and horsemen to reach the meet 
or return to kennels. Many farms in the 
Unionville area are fenced inthis manner. 
The next best thing is a Hunting Country 
so well paneled that riders may jump into 
and out of each field in any direction, Such 
perfection is rarely achieved, but the Hunt 
Clubs do the best they can. After all, toa 
true foxhunter, a day with hounds even 
under condition far from ideal is better

THE FOXHUNTING GRAHAMS 


A number of us recently went on from 
Thirsk Races to the well organized and 
successful Donkey Derby at Norton Con- 
yers, near Ripon, Yorkshire. It must be 
forty years since I was at this ancient 
home of the Nortons and Grahams, Sir 
Reginald Graham was alive then, and he 
and I had much in common, though I 
never found him as much interested inhis 
father’s historic hunting career as I was. 
Perhaps Sir Bellingham embarassed the 
Norton Conyers estate by spending enor- 
mous sums over hunting establishments, 
hunters and showing sport in the expensive 
countries in which he, and the still more 
famous Yorkshireman, Squire Osbaldes- 
ton, succeeded each other - a sort of Box 
& Cox M, F, H. procedure. In his book, 
**Foxhunting Recollections”, Sir Reginald 
concludes one chapter regarding his father 
with the sentence “‘It is quite possible that 
economy was no t the strongest point inhis 
character. ‘‘ 

As soon as he came of age Sir Belling- 
ham formed a pack of harriers at Norton 
Conyers in 1810, Five years later he took 
the Badsworth, succeeding the famous John 
Musters, After a couple of seasons atthe 
head of this Yorkshire pack he became 
Atherstone M, F, H., and in 1820 took the 
Pytchley for a season, moving on to the 
Hambledon, then succeeding Squire Os- 
baldeston in the Quorn country. Sir Bel- 
lingham was later Master of the Albrigh- 
ton and the Shropshire. He died at Norton 
Conyers in 1867, 

Sir Richard Graham took me in to see 
again Ferneley’s great picture of the Quorn 
painted during the Mastership of Sir Bel- 
lingham, a triumph of grouping. J. F-B.

At 
the rally on October 6th the GlenHead and 
Syosset groups were given their basic 
stable tests and the Huntington group was 
mounted for the ‘‘C’’ test. Three of the 
members received their C certificates. 

On Sunday, October 14tha special Pony 
Club class was included at the PHAHorse 
Show held at ‘‘Caumsett’’, Mr. and Mrs. 
Field’s home, All members of the Pony 
Club wore special arm bands and were 
judged on their general conduct, ability, 
sportsmanship, and consideration for the 
horse, both in and out of the ring, during 
the entire show. The judges for this spec- 
ial class were Mrs. Jean Slaughter Doty 
and Mrs, T. V. W. Cushny. The winner was 
Susan Schier who did a fine conscientious 
job throughout the day and was justable to 
edge out Kitty Sanferd and Cynthia Mc- 
Clintock, 

Plans for the future include a rally at 
which Mrs, Joseph Connolly will lecture on 
fox hunting, showing some of her colored 
slides of the sport. This will be to prepare 
the children for the special Pony Club hunt 
to be held on Friday, November 23rd.

The following letter appeared in a re- 
cent issue of the magazine ‘*Pony’’s ‘On 
Saturday I went off to Pembury, near Tun- 
bridge Wells, where I had been invited 
over the telephone to a novel children’s 


garden party, where they were going to 
‘Show and Gymkhana’ my horses.” 

**I arrived at alovely house and grounds 
where 12 children between the ages of 
10 and 14, most of whom ride, had been 
invited to a Horse and Pony Show. There 
was a miniature course set out on the lawn, 
with jumps just as in a real show, and 
a schedule of events, such as show class 
ponies under 14 hands; ponies over 14 
hands; small hunter; heavy hunters; musi- 
cal ride; open jumping and a ‘Foxhunter’ 
competition; potato race; and walk, trot 
and canter.”

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**The children lined up in the collect- 
ing ring, as each class was Called; and as 
their names were announced, for example, 
‘Miss Gay Fleury riding Halurna’, out 
came the child, prancing about like ares- 
tive pony until the whistle blew, when she 
started on the course, took each jump, 
holding her pony in front of her, was 
timed and faulted exactly as in the show 
ring, gaining or losing points on each 
round,” 

“Enthusiasm and excitement mounted 
with each event, until at the end of about 
three hours, when all the events were 
concluded, rosettes and prizes for each 
class were awarded, some of the ponies 
wearing as many as six favours, and re- 
ceiving prize money in envelopes ranging 
from 2/- to 6d, for Ist, 2nd, 3rd and 4th 
placings, amounting to a total in some 
cases of seven, eight and nine shillings - 
prize money, indeed!”’ 

‘The course was a fairly stiff one, 
the jumps, which were singles, doubles 
and trebles, rising to as much as 3 feet 
on the doubles and higher on the singles.” 

*‘The announcer and the judge added 
enormous prestige; the announcer naming 
the pony as having lately done very well 
at such and such a meeting; and another 
promising to reach the three-day events. 
The judge examined each pony’s points with 
great thoroughness - and he himself in- 
troduced his own interpretation of a badly- 
schooled pony’s behaviour in the ring.” 

**The whole game had been worked out 
by the 10-year-old daughter of my host and 
hostess, most thoroughly aided and abetted 
by her parents.”” 

‘*Provision was made for the shelter- 
ing, feeding and watering of the visiting 
ponies, under an improvised corrugated 
iron shelter; and the permanent stables of 
the resident horses and ponies, number- 
ing perhaps 10 or 12, were most admirable, 
all having been built and arranged by the 
young organizer.” 

‘*My own part was to give the awards 
and pin on the rosettes. It was a most 
enjoyable afternoon.”’

Groton Hunt 


The Groton Hunt held a Schooling Test 
for Field hunters on Wednesday, Sept. 12, 
to select the horse considered the most 
agreeable and well-schooled field hunter. 
It was open to horses and riders who had 
participated in the schooling sessions that 
were held throughout the summer by the 
Groton Hunt, Captain Vladimir S, Littauer 
of Syosset, N. Y. judged the event assisted 
by Miss Harriet Thayer, Hopedale, Mass. 

Riders were allowed toenter the phases 
individually but only those entering all 
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four were considered for the champion- 
ship. 

The first phase was a program ride 
conducted in a large oval ring and includ- 
ed jumps among the various movements 
to show that a horse could jump calmly 
and then go on to something else. 

The second phase was groupexercises. 
Horses were required to halt quietly and 
be passed , to pass each other at all gaits 
in turn, and for some to pass others in 
groups. The choice was finally made by 
passing at all gaits and being passed on 
loose reins. 

The third phase was a cross country 
test. The first part of roads and trails was 
ridden at a trot included jumping several 
barways and sliding down a sandpit. The 
next part of about a mile was taken at a 
hunting pace over natural obstacles such 
as a stone wall, aiken, post and rails, 
chicken coops, ditch and low bank and 
water. The last four fences came after a 
long gallop up a hill, showing the general 
fitness of the horse and how wellhe jump- 
ed when tired. 

The last phase was stadium jumping in 
which horses were judged on jumping style 
and performance, evenness of pace and 
manners, This course included opening and 
shutting a gate and halting and standing 
with the reins dropped. A second division 
on a modified course was held for green 
and young horses.
